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DIRECTORS'  REPORT. 


December  1st,  1S75. 

The  Directors  of  the  Mount  Sinai  Hospital  submit  to  the 
members  thereof  their  annual  report  for  the  year  1875.  The 
reports  of  the  Executive  and  Finance  Committees  fully  detail  the 
present  condition  of  the  Institution  for  the  past  year,  and  to  which 
your  attention  is  particulary  invited. 

It  is  a  source  of  pleasure  to  the  Board  of  Directors  to  be  able  to 
refer  to  the  liberal  principles  that  have  governed  their  actions :  no 
applicant  in  distress  is  refused  admission,  recognizing  in  every  man 
a  brother  entitled  to  our  pity  and  care  in  time  of  need,  without  dis- 
tinction of  faith  ;  thus  distinguishing  our  charity  as  the  truest  and 
most  holy. 

It  will  be  perceived  by  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee 
that  we  are  still  indebted  to  our  sinking  fund  $89,352.95;  add  to 
which  the  amounts  which  properly  belong  to  that  fund,  the  receipts 
from  Perpetual  and  Life  Beds,  $11,500  (which,  on  account  of  exi- 
gencies beyond  our  control,  had  to  be  used  for  the  support  of  the 
Hospital),  makes  a  sum  total  of  $100,852.95.  This  sacred  fund 
we  propose  to  secure  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment,  and  when 
obtained  so  guard  it  as  to  render  it,  as  it  was  intended,  a  means  by 
its  accumulated  interest  to  assist  in  defraying  the  legitimate  expenses 
attendant  upon  the  support  of  the  Institution.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  attention  of  many  of  our  wealthy  co-religionists  will  be  attracted 
i  to  our  permanent  fund :  a  few  well-directed  donations  or  bequests 
will  put  it  in  a  position  whereby  the  interest  derived  therefi'om  will, 
if  not  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Hospital,  materially  contribute 
thereto. 

The  receipts  from  our  patrons  and  members  have  greatly  dimin- 
ished: a  great  number  of  our  subscribers  for  the  year  have  been 
unable  to  pay.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  business  of  the  country  will 
soon  revive  to  its  wonted  activity,  and  thus  enable  many  a  humane 
member  to  resume  his  accustomed  payment.  In  this  connection  we 
cannot  too  earnestly  ask  the  assistance  of  our  members  to  aid  us  in 
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the  procuring  of  patrons  and  members,  as  it  must  be  well  known  that 
we  are  in  a  measure  dependent  upon  this  source  of  revenue  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  Hospital.  One  of  our  Board  of  Directors,  Mr.  E. 
Oppenheimer,  with  the  view  to  stimulate  the  ladies  in  swelling  the 
lists  of  our  patrons  and  members,  has  donated  a  gold  enameled 
watch  and  gold  cameo  ear-rings  to  be  given  to  the  first  and  second 
lady  who  succeed  in  obtaining  the  largest  number  of  members 
between  this  and  the  15th  February  next. 

As  it  is  at  this  writing  not  precisely  known  what  will  be  the 
actual  receipts  and  disbursement  of  the  Fair,  we  shall  at  a  very 
early  day  furnish  each  member  and  patron  with  a  detailed  statement 
of  the  Treasurer.

Your  committee  have  examined  the  Treasurer's  accounts  and 
found  the  same  correct. 

Our  lists  of  Patrons  and  Members  comprise  now 
681  names  of  Patrons, 
1,378     "     "  Members, 
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and  at  this  date  tliere  are  yet 

202  Patrons'  bills, 
1,238  Members'  bills, 
in  the  hands  of  tlie  collector,  amounting  to 

$8,715.00, 

of  which  it  is  to  be  hoped  a  large  portion  will  yet  be  collected. 

By  a  comparison  of  the  current  expenses  and  the  actual  revenue, 
as  per  schedule  "I,"  it  will  be  perceived  that  a  deficiency  of 
$17,947.65  exists. 

We  have  frequently  alluded  to  the  causes  which  led  to  this  unfor- 
tunate state  of  affairs,  and  we  beg  to  reiterate  that,  to  carry  on  an 
institution  such  as  ours,  a  much  larger  immber  of  Patrons  and  Mem- 
bers is  imperatively  requested. 

The  intinite  amount  of  good  that  is  being  done  by  the  Hospital 
surely  should  recommend  it  to  every  member  of  our  faith,  and  with 
so  large  a  number  of  Israelites  in  the  city,  the  continued  prosperity 
and  the  maintenance  of  our  institution  upon  a  self-supporting  basis 
as  one  of  the  leading  charities  of  the  community,  should  be  made 
secure  beyond  any  contingency. 

The  Sinking  Fund  of  the  Institution  is  in  a  fair  way  of  being  rein- 
stated. 

For  several  years  the  directors  of  the  Hospital  have  considered  it 
as  an  essential  and  all-important  part  of  their  duties  to  provide  the 
necessary  means  for  tlie  re  establishment  of  the  sacred  trust,  and  have 
finally  resolved  to  hold  a  Fair  for  that  purpose. 

Fi'om  the  ftivoi"able  prospects  of  this  enterprise,  w^e  are  in  the 
position  to  state  thafthis  fund  will  be  i-e-established  within  a  short 
time.

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REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Mount  Sinai 

Hospital : 

Iq  submitting  the  annual  reportof  their  stewardship,  the  Executive 
Committee  feel  comforted  that,  though  trials  and  difficulties  were 
many  dming  the  past  year,  their  labors  have  nevertheless  been 
amply  rewarded  by  alleviating  the  sulferings  of  many  of  our  fellow- 
beings,  and  by  the  knowledge  that  the  Hospital  has  continued  to 
increase  in  usefulness,  and  is  successfully  fulfilling  the  objects  to 
which  it  has  been  devoted. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  held  53  meetings,  passed  upon  1301 
applications  for  admission,  and  received  out  of  this  number  1196 
gratuitous  patients  and  49  pay  patients,  while  for  various  causes 
defined  by  the  reports  of  the  House  Physician,  56  had  to  be  refused. 

The  whole  number  of  patients  treated  during  the  year  was  1330, 
whereof  901  were  discharged  as  cured,  231  as  improved,  19  were 
dismissed  unimproved,  and  4  left  before  being  treated. 

The  average  daily  number  of  patients  was  93.86,  and  the  average 
time  each  patient  remained  at  the  Hospital  was  25.70  days. 

Of  deaths  the  percentage  was  5.34  ;  but  15  were  from  consumption, 
18  from  incurable  diseases,  and  26  were  admitted  in  a  hopeless 
condition.

Thanks  to  divine  Providence,  and  the  zealous  and  faithful  dis- 
charge of  their  duties  by  those  who  are  laboring  under  our  direction, 
we  were  enabled  to  perform  this  work  successfully,  and  in  addition 
thereto,  we  have  treated  in  our  dispensary  department  a  large 
number  of  out-door  patients,  doing  an  incalculable  amount  of  good 
thereby,  and  relieving  in  a  measure  the  Institution  from  cases  which 
otherwise  would  have  had  to  be  taken  into  the  Hospital.

It  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  our  generous  Patrons  anc 
should  take  a  more  lively  interest  in  the  administratio. 
Hospital,  especially  is  it  to  be  ardently  wished  that  visitati* 
inspection  should  be  participated  in  by  them. 

Our  Patrons  and  Members  are  welcome  to  visit  the  Hosp 
any  time,  particularly  so  on  Sunday  morning,  when  the  Exec. 
Committee  are  in  attendance  and  will  make  any  explanation  . 
required. 

Oftentimes  erroneous  impressions,  biased  or  prejudicial  opinions, 
to  the  detriment  of  the  Institution,  could  easily  be  removed  if  our 
friends  were  to  visit  the  Hospital,  and  inspect  for  themselves  the 
work  we  are  doing.  Sick  and  feeble  persons  cannot  always  be 
satisfied,,  no  matter  what  you  may  do  for  them,  as  theii*  condition  of 
itself  causes  an  irritable  temper  and  a  dissatisfied  mind  ;  for  their 
own  good,  the  physicians  often  deprive  them  of  the  very  object 
they  may  desire.  Many  prejudices,  however,  unjustly  formed 
against  the  Institution,  could  soon  be  removed  were  only  the  proper 
investigation  made  with  a  view  to  ascertain  the  actual  facts.  We 
have  successfully  inaugurated,  during  the  past  season,  a  dietary  system 
which  gives  general  satisfaction  to  the  patients ;  though  economical 
and  plain,  it  produces  greater  variety  than  before  ;  the  food  being 
nutritious,  it  is  more  generally  adapted  to  the  inmates  of  a  Hospital, 
and  it  relieves  us  to  a  great  extent  from  the  expensive  substitution  of 
an  extra  diet,  which  under  the  previous  system  had  much  oftener 
to  be  prescribed. 

The  great  distress  prevailing  among  the  poorer  classes  during  the 
hard  winter  of  1874-75  filled  the  wards  of  our  Hospital  to  their  full 
extent,  and  toward  spring  we  had  the  misfortune  of  having  a  num- 
ber of  patients  attacked  with  erysipelas,  so  that  the  medical  staff 
ordered  the  thorough  renovation  of  the  entire  Hospital.  The  expense 
of  fumigating,  kalsomining,  and  other  necessaries  connected  there- 
with, added  to  our  expenses  nearly  $1,700. 

The  spring  brought  no  relief  in  general  sickness,  and  it  was  only 
during  the  months  of  September  and  October  that  the  number  of 
inmates  were  perceptibly  reduced. 

Experience  has  shown  your  committee  that  the  opinion  so  often 
advanced,  that  our  poverty  could  only  be  justified  by  the  large 
scale  on  which  the  Hospital  was  built,  is  an  erroneous  one  ;  and  that, 
on  the  contrary,  the  Hospital  would  be  far  too  small  wei'e  we  to  give 
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0  all  the  appeals  of  the  sick  and  diseased,  which,  though 
erviiig,  we  are  still  too  often  reluctantly  obliged  to  decline 
joming  strictly  under  the  pro[)er  duties  of  a  Hospital, 
lave  in  many  cases  used  the  discretionary  j)Ower  given  us  to 
incurable  cases,  where  we  thought  we  might  build  up  the 
^iit  a  little  for  a  time,  when  the  condition  of  the  Hospital  would 

tmit  of  their  being  accepted ;  but  the  applications  of  this  class  are 
so  numerous  that,  were  we  to  receive  them  indiscriminately,  the  use- 
fulness of  the  Institution  would  be  greatly  impaired,  and  instead  of  a 
Hospital  we  would  have  a  boarding  house  for  incurables.  Where  on 
one  bed  quite  a  number  of  patients  can  be  cured  or  improved  during 
the  year,  it  might  take  several  often  many  years  to  board  thereon  a 
person  who  could  just  as  well  be  accommodated  elsewhere. 

A  hospital  being  an  institution  where  medical  aid  should  bring 
relief  or  cure,  it  ceases  to  fulfill  its  object  when  this  class  of  cases 
predominates,  and  our  medical  stafi  justly  complain  when  our  liber- 
ality goes  too  far  in  that  direction. 

Another  lamentable  fact  arising  from  this  cause  is  the  increase  of 
the  death  roll.  Persons  in  the  last  stages  are  often  brought  to  the 
Hos}>ital,  linger  but  a  short  time  and  then  die.  As  a  Hospital  we  can- 
not possibly  improve  their  condition  ;  nevertheless  it  would  be  called 
cruelty  were  we  to  turn  them  oif ;  but  it  is  in  fact  only  an  accommo- 
dation to  poor  and  sometimes  rich  relatives  and  others,  desirous  of 
getting  rid  of  persons  in  extreme  distress,  in  order  to  avoid  a  funeral 
and  its  attendant  expenses. 

While  two  years'  experience  has  shown  that  some  good  can  be 
done  to  these  incurables,  nevertheless  they  are  swelling  the  expenses 
of  this  Hospital  over  and  above  its  usual  proportions. 

The  loss  during  the  past  year  of  one  of  the  oldest  as  well  as 
greatest  benefactors  of  this  Hospital,  Dr.  Ernest  Krackowizer,  is 
deeply  to  be  lamented :  in  his  death  we  are  deprived  of  the  services 
of  an  eminent  practical  surgeon  who  gave  long  years  of  faithful 
attendance  to  this  Institution,  and  who  was  also  a  true  friend  and 
wise  counsellor  in  any  emergency  when  calm  decision  and  great 
judgment  of  men  and  measures  were  requisite. 

His  place  has  not  yet  been  and  cannot  easily  be  filled. 

We  owe  to  the  entire  medical  and  surgical  staff  our  sincere  thanks 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  valuable  services,  and  the  proper 
attention  to  the  duties  devolving  upon  them.   Likewise  are  we  under 
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great  obligations  to  the  special  medical  staff  of  the  Dispensary 
Department.  A  great  deal  of  good  has  been  done  to  the  many  sick 
applying  for  medical  treatment  in  that  part  of  our  Hospital,  and  this 
field  of  usefulness  is  only  limited  by  the  means  at  our  command. 

Our  new  House  Physician  Dr.  J,  Rudisch,  and  our  Assistant 
Physician  Dr.  P.  J.  Keegan,  are  to  be  highly  commended  for  their 
zeal  and  faithfulness,  as  well  as  for  the  ability  which  they  have 
brought  to  the  discharge  of  their  onerous  duties.  We  have  every 
reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  choice  that  has  been  made  in  their 
appointment. 

The  Superintendent,  Mr.  L.  B.  Simon,  is  a  gentleman  of  experience 
who  is  well  adapted  to  the  position  he  fills.  He  has  shown  devotion 
to  his  duty,  diligence  and  vigilance  in  the  discharge  thereof,  and  is 
especially  to  be  commended  for  economy  exercised  wherever  it  is 
practicable.  His  worthy  wife  faithfully  assists  him  in  his  efforts  to 
promote'the  usefulness  of  the  Institution,  and  makes  herself  generally 
serviceable  in  the  household  and  culinary  departments. 

Our  reverend  clergy  have  made  their  customary  visits  to  the 
inmates  of  our  Hospital.  The  comfort  brought  to  the  sick-bed  of 
the  suffering  by  the  kind  words  of  the  ministers  of  religion  often 
encourages  the  feeble  and  cheers  the  down-hearted.  We  thank  the 
Rev.  Drs.  Isaacs,  Lyons,  Adler,  Einhorn,  Huebsch,  Gottheil,  and 
Hahn  for  their  charitable  acts,  and  are  sure  that  their  good  will  is 
properly  appreciated  by  the  patients  generally. 

The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Society  have  continued  their  good  work. 
Their  mission  is  one  of  love,  and  has  greatly  benefited  the  Hospital. 
May  their  healths  be  spared  to  pursue  their  noble  avocation  in 
clothing  the  sick  and  the  dying,  and  may  our  heavenly  Father  grant 
to  these  kind-hearted  ladies  a  long  and  happy  life  of  usefulness  and 
bliss. 

The  little  children  of  the  Hebrew  Orphan  Asylum,  we  regret  to 
say,  had  more  sickness  during  the  past  year  than  the  previous  one. 
We  have  had  35  cases  from  among  them  at  our  Hospital.  While  we 
thank  God  that  it  was  our  privilege  to  comfort  and  restore  so  many 
of  them  to  health,  we  greatly  deplore  that  one  of  their  number  died 
while  under  our  care. 

Your  Committee  receive  and  gladly  provide  for  the  comfort  of 
these  poor  little  orphans,  and  regard  these  children  as  special  charges 
on  our  bounty. 
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We  desire  to  give  our  thanks  for  the  beautiful  and  fragrant  gifts 
of  flowers  which  tlie  inmates  of  our  Hospital  have  almost  daily 
received,  during  the  summer  months,  from  the  Flower  Charities  and 
the  Ladies'  Flower  Mission. 

These  kind  donations  cheered  the  desolate  and  the  helpless,  and 
may  a  gracious  Providence  also  cheer  the  donors  as  well  as  the 
receivers. 

The  report  of  our  Finance  Committee  will  ^ufliciently  show  the 
dire  distress  of  our  financial  condition,  yet  we  never  despaired  of 
timely  aid,  and  put  our  trust  in  God  and  in  the  generous  disposition 
of  our  Patrons  and  Members,  who  we  knew  took  a  pardonable  pride 
in  the  maintenance  and  welfare  of  this  eminent  charity. 

The  auspicious  opening  of  the  great  Fair  in  support  of  our  fund  is 
a  cause  of  great  congratulation  to  this  committee ;  for  whilst  we  were 
of  necessity  spending  almost  every  dollar  at  our  command  for  current 
expenses,  we  could  not  give  that  overhauling  to  the  Hospital  which 
every  new  building  needs  after  a  few  years  of  actual  use.  Neverthe- 
less it  is  of  absolute  necessity  that  this  matter  should  be  properly 
attended  to,  and  would  be  very  injurious  to  the  Hospital  were  it  still 
further  delayed. 

The  Executive  Committee,  thanking  God  for  the  protection  and 
support  vouchsafed  to  this  Institution  during  the  past  year,  would  4 
also  acknowledge  their  dependence  on  the  aid  furnished  by  our 
Patrons  and  Members.  That  their  number  may  be  increased  and  no 
means  be  left  untried  to  accomplish  this  end,  is  still  our  earnest 
desire.  Fairs,  collections,  etc.,  are  useful  means  to  replenish  our 
treasury  ;  none,  however,  will  equal  a  regular  and  permanent  system 
of  support  by  annual  dues.

Tl  is  proposed  to  embody  tlie  results  of  the  magnificent  Fair,  held 
at  Gilmore's  Garden,  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  tliis  Hospital,  in  a  separate 
pam))hlet,  to  be  distributed  hereafter  to  the  Patrons  and  Members  of 
this  Institution.  The  Directors  can  therefore  only  express  here 
their  deep  and  heartfelt  gi-atitude  to  those  ladies  and  gentlemen 
who  worked  so  zealously  and  nobly  in  the  cause  of  charity,  and  who, 
depriving  themselves  of  many  comforts,  devoted  their  time,  energy, 
and  means  towards  making  the  late  Fair  one  of  the  greatest  suc- 
cesses on  record.  Thanks  are  due  also  to  the  great  mass  of  our 
c'itizens,  who,  in  times  of  great  depression,  mindful  of  the  great  suf- 
fering and  want  prevailing  among  the  poor,  did  not  hesitate  to 
contribute  liberally,  cheerfully,  and  enthusiastically  towards  enabling 
the  Hospital  to  dispense  its  benefits  with  an  open  and  unstinted 
hand.  The  blessings  of  a  higher  Power  will  follow  such  good 
works  ;  and  the  inward  satisfaction  felt  by  all  the  contributors  to  the 
cause  of  this  charity,  must  make  the  thanks  and  acknowledgments  of 
this  Board  almost  a  superfluity. 

We  can  now  only  give  a  synopsis  of  the  financial  operations  of 
the  Fair.

Of  this  sum,  $90,000  will  be  required  to  restore  the  sinking  fund 
used  in  the  erection  of  the  new  Hospital  buildings,  while  the  balance 
will  be  devoted  for  repairs,  absolutely  necessary,  and  for  running 
expenses,  as  the  income  is  not  adequate  to  meet  the  same. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Directors  to  use  the  resources  of  the 
Hospital  to  their  fullest  extent,  in  admitting  all  deserving  poor 
and  to  conduct  the  management  on  the  most  economical  basis,  con- 
sistent with  the  proper  treatment  of  the  sick.  Mount  Sinai  Hospital 
bears  the  enviable  reputation  of  ministering  to  the  w^ants  of  its 
himates  in  a  manner  unexcelled  by  any  similar  institution  ;  and  it  will 
be  the  earnest  effort  of  all  connected  with  its  management,  to  further 
improve  its  efficiency  in  all  departments.

The  Superintendent  and  Mrs.  Simon,  too,  are  ever  zealous 
in  their  attentions  and  care  for  the  comfort  and  well-being  of  every 
inmate  of  the  house,  doing  the  greatest  good  with  the  least  ostenta- 
tion.
